The Antelope left S8an Francisco late
in January for the Coqullle river,
About two weeks after her departure
from the Bay city she was belleved
to have been sighted off the river, but
the steamer reporting her was not cer-
tain as to the identity of the vessel
However, she did not reach the Co-
quille, and for §8 days no word was
recelved of her. A few days ago she
was again given up for lost and the
owners expected never again to hear
from her. However, her master, Cap-
tain Cuthrell, s an experienced man
and had previously had close calls, so
be managed to pull his little vessal
through the storms.
